SEVEN KILLED AND MANY 


INJURED M TENEMENT 
FIRE 


Whole Family of Italians Are Stricken in 


Collapse of Building-Walls Fall 


: on Firemen. 


NEW YOPK,. June 25.—Seven per- 


sons, six: of them members of qne 
Italian family, were killed early today 
in the „ collapse of a tenement;in the 
down town, Italian, quarter. 'Three 
other members ot the same family, In- 
cluding the father and mother, are In 
a hospital, painfully injured, but will 
recover. 
There' were some exciting 


scenes immediately following the acci- 
dent, one of which was the rescue of an 
old man 'from a two-foot ledge, forty 
feet from the ground, this portion of 
the -falling building.having adhered to 
the adjoining structure long enough to 
permit the, firemen to get to the scene, 
raise a ladder and,take the man safely 
.to the ground.

The collapsed building was a four- 
story affair over iifty years old and 
wa sloeated at the corner of Walker 
and Lafayette streets.

judges of art, and about which even 
critics could not agree in regard to the 
composition some saying that it had 
no composition at all. 
Imagine- how 


much good that would do the average 
pupil In a public school. 
It simply 


meant nothing at all to the class, 
thougb the teacher was doing her ut- 
most to make it clear. 
On the other 


hand, if they can make some beautiful 
thing of art for themselves and learn 
why it Is beautiful, even If It be ever 
so small and simple, then they are real- 
ly being taught something that will do 
them great good."

LONE BANDIT AGAIN HOLDS 
• UP TWO YOSEMfTE STAGES 
Appoints One Passenger to Task of 
Col- 


lecting Money From the Others 


and Swears at Dryers. 


FRESNO, June 
J5.—Two of the 


Washburn stagf-s, containing twenty-! 
two passengers, bound for Yosemite 
.Valley, .vere held up yesterday by a 
lone highwayman, who secured about 
»150 from the travelers. The hold-up 
occui.od between Summit and Grub 
Gulch, at Bruno mill, which is a ride 
of an hour and a half from the noon 
•topping place 
of Ahwanee, 
near 
where all the previous hold-ups have 
occurred. 
The actions and methods of this 
hold-up man were entirely different 
from 
those o'. the "knight of the 
road" who has been .operating for tho 
last two seasons near Ahwanee, who 
on two occasions permitted his photo- 
graph to be taken by tourists who 
were his victims. 
Yesterday's bandit was gruff and 


•urly, and appeared to be nervous. It 
is the opinion chat he is an amateur 
Imitator ol th<- bold knight of Ah- 
wanee, encouraged by the success of 
the latter in holding up a stage and 
getting away. 


BANDIT USES OATHS. 


When the fast stage reached Bru- 
no's mill and was swinging along the 
road, the driver was sxiddenly halted 
by a masked man stepping out of the 
brush and leveling a new rifle at his 
head. He swoie at the driver for not 
stopping us promptly as he thought 
he should have done. 
In an angry 
voice he commanded the passengers 
to get out and to line up on the side 
of the road. 
Kfter they had formed 


in line, with h.mds above their heads, 
he announced that he would wait for 
the next .-tagp before beginning oper- 
ations. 
The passengers had a trying 
wait In ihe sun a»nd several franklj 
admitted afteiward that they were 
badly frighten* d. 
When the second stage came up. 
one of the passengers, seeing the stage 
ah^ad brought to a halt and the pas- 
sengers 1'ned up on 
the road, re- 
marked that the passengers in the 
first stage were playing a prank on 
thorn In tryimc to make believe that 
a hold-up was in progress. 
"Stipposlng ve were held up, what 


•hould ive do?" asked one woman. 
"Do wh it the robber tells you to do 


and do it quick," aaid the driver. 


SECOJCD HOLD-UP. 


A few minutes later came the Im- 


perative order from the robber to the 
driver to pull up by the other stage. 
The passengers were ordered to get 
out In a hurty. 
"Kyes to the ground!" was a fr«- 
queiit command of the highwayman 
when any one attempted to steal a 
glance at him. To enforce the order 
there would be a significant swing of 
his ahining rifle. 
Tne bandit appointed E. H. Torpey 


of San Francisco collector as soon as 
the passengers were lined up, and told 
film to pass the hat. Voluntary offer- 
ings were accepted In most cases, but 
[n some Instances he demanded that 
Individual passengers be, searched and 
ordered some men to turn their pock- 
ets inside out. 
Some of the women 
passengers proceeded to remove their 
jewels and place them In the hat. 
but 
the robber quickly 
reassured 


them, saying he desired only money. 


COLLECTOR IS SHREWD. 


Collect )T Torpey estimates that the 


contributions amounted to about $150 
He tells many amusing incidents as to 
how the passengers tried to outwit the 
robber. One man, he says, In turning 
his pocket inside 
out, did a clever 
piece of palming, concealing a handful 
of gold as he allowed the pocket lin- 
ing to hang out. Torpey says that 
whon he was 
ordered 
to search a 


man's pockets, he took only part ot 
his change—just enougti to show that 
he was obeying orders. 
A little girU when she thought the 
robber was not looking, slipped her 
watch down her neck, but her dress 
was a loose-fitting one, and the time- 
piece dropped to the ground. 
Too 
scared to show that she had tried to 
deceive the bandit, she did npt pick 
it up but left it lying in the road. 
When the collection was over, Tor- 
pe\ was commanded to transfer the 
money from his hat to a handkerchief 
and tie it up and leave It In the road. 
The travelers were then ordered to 
resume their seats and the drivers 
were told to proceed. 
Rewards have already been offered 


and a determined effort is being made 
to capture the Yosemite bandit.

|Operation of interested property-owners, the boulevard around Lake 
"Jlerritt, from Grand avenue to East Eighteenth 
street, deserves 


Itmqualified public approval. It is an improvement that should have 
l&ccn made long ago. When this section of the boulevard is com- 
' pitted there will be a driveway clear round the lake that will add 
gwatly to the attractions of that beautiful ?heet of water. 


As soon as the park bonds are sold and the necessary property 


rights secured, the lake should be dredged and the marsh lying south 


;<of the Twelfth street causeway reclaimed and improved as a park. 
'This, we understand, is the intention of the present municipal ad- 
ministration, which has already acquired and is improving for park 
purposes the flat lying above the northeastern arm of the lake. 


The city is pledged by e\ery moral consideration to fill in and 


park the Twelfth street marsh at an early date. That property was 
purchaser' and given to the cit> b> private parties on condition that 
it be improved for a park. The promise has been long delayed, 
and should no\\ be redeemed, more particularly as the improvement 
is a necessary part of the plan to dredge the lake to render it more 
available for boating, for which it is admirably adapted. 
More- 


over, the reclamation of the marsh will transform an eyesore into a 
beautiful pleasure ground and adorn the surroundings of the lake 
and the general aspect of the cit>. 


For another thing, dredging the lake and filling in the mar->h 


IB 


•will be attended by the construction of a permanent causeway to 
teplace the dilapidated wooden trestle bridge on 
Eighth 
street. 


Thus three much desired improvements are combined in one general 
scheme of betterment that will I e of enormous public benefit. 
It 


is one, too, that can be carried out at comparative!} small cost, as 
the marsh \\ill be filled to a height of several feet \\ith dredgingb 
from the 'akefcthe waters of which \\ill be cleansed by removing the 
soft, nlth\ mud covering the bottom.

Ihe fact 
that as a child you played on our streets, 
as a girl you frequented our school rodma. 
and now, when the world claims you, 
are proud to boast, that you were ours 
first and we gave you to them. 
The public has given you generous pat- 
ronage during the present 'engagement, 
the press has been more kindly to -you 
than ever before^ and your performances 
have been us good as can be expected 
with the support you have had. You 
have had tho fortune or misfortune never 
to have become a fad. I have not heard 
of the Nance shade of sold, the O'Neil 
walk or the Nance O'Neil cigar, although 
wften the latter' conies I hope it will be 
a good om\ but that should cause you. 
no- discouragement. If fads--had any per- 
manency ping pong would be the national 
game and the banjo the national musical 
instrument. The nroblem play is the fad 
at present; history we read from the his- 
torical novel, science from the magazine 
and Sunday paper, a question of every 
day manners or behavior becomes a prob- 
lem, but when it comes to plays depicting 
real 
life, 
realism 
undiluted, like tho 
Pharises of old we pass by on the other 
side and greet them with a yawn. This 
state of affairs would indicate you are 
fi 
hopeless minority, as you- repertoire this 
season is alt works of this class. "Mac- 
beth," as nre all Shakespeare piays, is 
one of them; the Sudermann plays arn 
nil ilfe plays; life first, then the problem, i 
Sardou is life, not melodrama, but the 
real hard tragedies of life not less for-1 
elgn ,to the American village or city than 
to nny plare their scenes may be laid. 
"Magda" I did not see. The "Sorceress,'' 
to my mind your best role, is n type for- 
eign to our modern civilisation, but the 
problem shi> brings to Don Enrlquez is 
an every-doy one. "La Tosca" is teem- 
ing with twentieth century Interest and 
the "Jewess" Is a probh-m of national, 
not individual life. "Marike" (Helmchen). 
Soudermann's great Creation, is perhaps 
more common than the average person 
imagines. These plays do not appeal so 
much to the heart as to the hidden and 
cast 
aside 
thoughts—the 
doubts aivj 
duties, a cemettry of which every man 
carries somewhere in his memory. 
The minority is not always a good placr; 
to be in. They had the best of it at the 
flood in Noah's time, and they ultimately 
became the majority. An error in tha 
year of my birth prevents me from giv- 
ing you advice .by way of reminiscences 
of the' good old times and the good oM 
people, but this is no great loss to you. 
History will repeat itself, conditions are 
changing fast, the same evolution of so- 
ciety thnt made plays of the "Silver King" 
type give way. to those of the "Saints an:l 
Sinners" type and will ultimately deposo 
the latter to make room for the new 
drama of which the above mentioned 
are but germs. 
At present drama of this class is only 
played by a few artists like yourself. It 
ts. however, studied in the class rooms 
of our schools and colleges and will ulti- 
mately come out on the stage, where it 
belongs. 
It matters not whether this 
school Is founded on Ibsen or French 
lines, come it will, a type of Anglo-Saxon 
drama representing undiluted realism of 
modern life or a pure idealism. 
When 
this comes to nass the roads to yesterday, 
with their milk and water-fare, will be 
less frequented than the road J:o tomor- 
row. 
You are now on that road, a pio- 
neer. 
The demands of your profession are 
greater today than ever before'. Dis- 
couragement will likely become a frequent- 
visitor, sometimes it will be a companion 
of your solitude, sometimes It will oc- 
cupy a front seat In the house. You must 
not expect to make a silk purse out of a 
sow's ear, unless you get a particularly 
fine sow and the species fs improving. 
It was Henry Irving who said. "Artistic 
success is imost real when business is 
worst." 
I might 
add 
another axiom: 
"Genius needs an affinity to reach its 
heights and 
one must not exnect - too 
much when genius Is the "only thing to 
be reckoned with." 
Audiences will Im- 
prove in taste and intellect. 
Your friends, and they are legion, wish 
that the future may fill your fondest 
hopes, success crown your efforts and 
wealth fill your treasury as they say au 
revoir.

"The Northern Electric IB the first

It will give a close

place Marysville within an hour's rtd«, 
Chico an hour and a half, and make 
Orovllle and Redding near neighbors. 


"Within a year four, and probably 


five, electric Jines will reach out with 
Sacramento the hub,—the general dis- 
tributing point for all of the northern 
part of the State. This city now has 
nearly 50,000 inhabitants, and property 
values have doubled during the past 
two years, though there has been no 
boom. Many factories have been es- 
tablished here, and the construction of 
railroads to this piont, including the 
Western Pacific and its feeders, have 
had'much to do with it."

tion of party rates for interstate trips 
on the Pacific Coast for baseball teams, 
concert "companies and theatrical com- 
binations.

Commls|lbn decided that party rates, 
as made for fifteen or more people by 
the Southern Pacific, were iUegral un- 
less griren,to the,general public In ad- 
dition to baseball and concert and the- 
atrical companies.

rates were not illegal and proposed to 
fight the commission on .that question 
in the Federal courts.- 


The railroad lawyers held that the 


company could give a one-third reduc- 
tion under tfie regular rate to,parties 
of fifteen or over who charged an ad- 
mission fee to their performances, pro- 
vided It treated all such parties alike.

The purport of Small's letter Is as, fol 
lows: 
• 


"For many years, the telegraphers 
witnessed the continued regression of 
their craft. They saw their expenses 
Increase and the purchasing power of 
their wages decrease, while the wages 
and conditions of workers in other 
spheres of employment were Improv- 
ing. 
Telegraphers' rate of pay was 
continually gravitating toward a low- 
er level. 
Wages of our associates 
outside of the main departments also 
suffered a reduction, and at the same 
time 
their 
hours 
of employment 
' lengthened. 
"In many plaoes the 
operating 
rooms were overcrowded and badly 
ventilated and the necessary relief 
conveniences delayed. Juniors, lack- 
Ing sufficient education and wire ex- 
perience, were assigned to first-class 
circuits ait a compensation lower than 
that paid to men who carried the bur- 
den of family responsibilities. 
The 
senior telegrapher always 
suffered 
from the competition of the Junior, 
whose labor was for the most part 
unskilled. 


LONG HOURS OF SERVICE, 


"Nine to twelve hours of service 
was required from a telegrapher anx- 
ious to work during- the hours of 
daylight, and It appeared to be the 
policy 
of the 
company to 
profit 
through the desire of the men to work 
.the day tricks. 
The tyranny of the 
under officials had to be endured. 
. Complaint to the official In charge of 
a district brought no redress, and 
petitions for improvements were es- 
pecially frowned 
upon. 
The 
harsh 
conditions then prevailing—conditions 
practically prevailing at this time— 
evoked a spirit of unrest. 
In the 
telegraph offices of the country ope- 
rators had virtually lost their Indi- 
viduality and' independence. Realiz- 
ing by experience that Individual ef- 
fort was powerless :to Improve the 
existing order of things and that the 
future offered nothing In the way of 
advancement to encourage them, con- 
ferences of telegraphers 
were ar- 
rang-ed and held in different cities. 
The general situation was reviewed 
and as a result of their deliberations 
the Commercial Telegraphers' Union 
of America was organized to advance, 
protect and maintain the interests of 
ail engaged in the occupation of teleg- 
raphy. 
Capable Intellects and effi- 
cient workmen vytflg with each other 
for the prosperity of the Interest ef- 
fected, through harmony and accord, 
will assure the success of all con- 
cerned. Therefore we have decided to 
submit for your due and kind con- 
sideration a number of statements 
and • grievances from your brethren 
which, when properly considered, we 
believe will be Immediately remedied.
